REPLACEMENTS:  These  prices  do  not 

include  any  amount  for  replacing. 

We  cannot  select  your  site  or  soil,  prepare 
the  ground,  prune,  plant,  cultivate  and  supply 
water.  The  chief  causes  of  failure  are — exposure 
to  drying  winds  or  sun  or  to  freezing  when 
transplanting;  failure  to  prune  roots  and  tops; 
crowding  into  small  holes  cut  in  sod:  failure  to 
firm  the  soil  closely  about  the  roots;  lack  of 
cultivation.

BETTER  VALUES  IN  FRUIT  TREES 


Many  people  judge  the  value  of  fruit  trees  by  height. 

If  you  order  3 to  4 ft.  trees  graded  by  height  only,  you  may  receive  trees  as  small  as  your  little  finger  or  as  large  as  your 
thumb. 

Afiei  you  transplant,  them,  the  tops  must  be  cut  back.  What  you  have  left  makes  the  foundation  of  your  orchard. 

Obviously  height  is  no  measure  of  value.  Nurserymen  recognize  this  fact,  for  when  they  buy,  the  trees  must  be  graded 
by  diameter. 

The  planter  gets  better  value  when  he  buys  fruit  trees  graded  by  diameter. 

That’s  why  our  stock  is  sorted  or  graded  by  diameter  measuring  two  inches  above  the  collar  or  bud  The  actual  sizes  are 
shown  in  the  diagram  at  the  right.
